Sir, 
In reply to your fiyor of 16th, I as- 
sure you, that during my residence in our 
southern country, 1 do not recollect to 
have ever received a hint, that the late 
Mr. P. Nolan was concerned in any plons 
or intrigues mjurious to the United “tates. 
On the contrary, in all our private and 
confidential conversations, he appeared 
strongly attached to the interest and wel- 
fare of our country. 

“With that candor which -is due ftom 
one gentlernan to another, I shall relate 
the whole of my agency in the business to 
which vou allude. Mr. Eppes’s resolu- 
tion in some measure removes the injunc- 
tion of secrecy. 

Before I left Phiiadelphia in the year 
1796, as commissioner on behalf of the U. 
States to carry into effect our treaty with 
Spain, president Washington communi- 
} cated to me, in the most confidential man- 
ner possible, that susficions had been sig- 
nified to him ofcertain citizens of the U. 
States, improperly connecting themselves 
with the Spanish government, among 
whom you were publicly noticed. He 
thought ita business of so much impor- 
tance, both to the honour and safety ol 
the country as to merit a thorough, though 
private investigation, and directed me to 
pay @ strict attention to that subject. 

On my arrival at Cincinnati, it was hint- 
ed to me that you had had several inter- 
Views, (some of them private) with a Span- 
ish agemt, and who, it was asserted, had 
brought a considerable sum of money into 
Kentucky. This information appeared to 
me at that time to merit so little attention, 
that I never communicated it to our gov- 
ernment. Immediately en my arrival at 
Natchez, I heard the common reports of 
the time from Green, Hutchins and oth- 
ers; they never had any influence on my 
mind. The doubts and suspicions of colo- 
nel Burr and the late Daniel Clark made 
some impression, but never so much as 
to be the subject of acommunication. A- 
bout the latter end of May or the begin- 
ning of June in the year 1797, | was mi- 
nutely informed of the mission of Mr, 
Power to the states of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee—the object of the mission with the 
proposition he would meke to those states, 
to induce a separation from the union, and 
that he was instructed by the Baron de 
Carondelet, not to return without having 
an interview with you. His bei so often 
detained and examined in the states above 
mentioned, was owing to letters which I 
had forwarded to confidential friends for 
that purpose. Mr. Power Jett Natchez to 
effect the object of his mission, on the 5th 
June, 1797, which I believe is the date of 
my communication to the department of 
state on that subject. In October, 1799, 
I received (and probably) from the same 
source, the outlines of a plan for dismem- 
bering the United States, in which your 
name is mentioned as one of the princi- 
pals; and that the correspondence be- 
tween yourself and the officers of his cath- 
olic.Majesty, was decyphered by the aid 


. ofa pocket dictionary. . : 
I think is mentioned in my communica- 


tion (*) to the department of state on that 
subject, bearing date the 14th day of No- 
vember, 1797. 

In the beginning of November, 1798, a 
confidential letter of governor Gayoso feli 
into my hands for a short time 5 in that 
letter you, with several others, was men- 
tioned as having been in the interest and 
poy of Spain. The interesting parts of 
that jetter were reduced to cypher, and 
accompanied my dispatches of the 8th of 
the month abovementioned. The origi- 
nal js, I presume, in the hands of either 
D. Clark or T. Power. 

About the 16th October, 1799, captain 
Portell, who then commanded at Apa- 
lachy, informed me that at N. Madrid, in 
the year 1796, he put on board a boat un- 
der the direction of Mr. T. Power, $9610 
for your use. I questioned him frequent- 
ly whether this money was not on account 
of some mercantile transaction, he deciar- 
edit wasnot. He likewise mentioned sev- 
eral other gentlemen who received money 
from the Spanish government by theame 
conveyance, and assured me that they 
were considered as pensioners by the offi- 
cers of his catholic majesty. I entered 
the $9640 on apiece of paper, (now in 
my possession) and handed it to capt. Por- 
teil, who told me it was correct. 

Thus far is one side of the picture.— 
Let us now take a view of the other.—So 
far as your conduct in that country, while 
we were both employed in it, came under 
my observation, it was periecily correct, 
and such as I should expect from a gen- 
tleman and a friend of ins country, and is

Again, compare the 
hints which Mr. Ellicott says he received 
at the time of Mr. Power’s /veguent and 
hrivate interviews with the general, the mi- 
nute information he received in May or 
June, 1797, of his mission to Kentucky 
and ‘Tennessee, his orders from the Baron 
not to return without an interview with 
Wilkinson, the impediments he met with, 
occasioned by the active patriotism of 
Mr. Ellicott, the confidential letter be pe- 
rused from Gayoso, the focket dictionary 
cypher, and the communication of Mr. 
Portell—com pare these with the testimo- 
ny of Mr. Power, remark the coincidence 
of dates and other circumstances—reflect 
that this proof could not have been obtain- 
ed but by the agency of Wilkinson him- 
self,and then adore that Providence which 
thus leads guilt to produce evidence for 
its own conviction. 

All these attempts at exculpation pro- 
ving abortive, the accusation appearing in 
a most respectable form, something was 
neeessary to satisfy the public mind—an 
investigation of some sort must be had; 
and one of that species was restored to 
which offered the greatest facilities to his 
acquitial: a military court of inquiry 
must be composed of men intimately con- 
nected with the general, and in some de- 
gree under his controul, while the want of 
acompulsory process to procure the at- 
tendance of witnesses, it was foreseen 
would deprive the prosecution of the most 
material evidence in its support. 

The result of this inquiry, without in- 
tending any reflection on the gentlemen 
who Gmposed tie court, was such as 
might have been expected.

They are expressly referred to in 
the sentence, aad as they were essential 
to tue veneral’s pustification, as well as to 
that of the gentlemen, who acquitted him 
of all suspicion. Had he desired it, doubt- 
less those vouchers would have been pub- 
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important reasons for the omission. Pre- 
cision is dreadful to guilt ; dates and sums 
are troublesome articles to get rid of ; and 
it is much more convenient to say i have 
prescnted a satisfactory account, than to 
give the items of which it is composed. 
CTiough I have not bad it in my power to 
examine the papers presented by General 
Wilkinson to the court, yet the adminis- 
tration may compare them with the evi- 
dence I now produce. If this be done, as 
I trust it will, withoat prejudice or par- 
tiality, 1 have not the slightest doubt that 
evidence may be drawn from them which 
will confirm the truth of the charges I 
} have made. 

On the subject of this enquiry I need 
not enlarge: it has deceived nobody ; it 
has not removed a single imputation of 
guilt; and its result was clearly foreseen 
from the moment ofits institution. 

It gave, however, to veneral Wilkinson, 
an opportunity of making and ushering 
into the world charges on my reputation 
of the most serious import, which it isone 
part of my present design to evince were 
false and malicious. 

Let me remark, however, before I 
commence this investisration, on the sin- 
gularity of the court’s permitting witnes- 
ses to be examined to discredit a man,

ant Hawkey of the Implacable, upon a 
Russian flotilla of gun-boats, under Per- 
cola Pcint op the coast of Finland; 
which, notwithstanding their strong post- 
tion, they succeeded in carrying ; six of 
athe gun-boats mounting each a thirty- 
two and twenty-four pounder, having 
been brought off, and another sunk 3 to-: 
gether with the vessels under their pro- 
tection, laden with powder and provisions 
for the Russian army in’ Finland, beiog 
captured, and a large armed ship which 
was burnt. : 

In referring their Lordships to Captain 
Martin’s detail of this important service, 
I sincerely lament the loss to have been 
very considerable ; Lieutenant Hawkey, 
a brave and gallant officer, who had cis- 
tinguished himself upon various occa- 
sions, and Lieutenant Stirling of tie Pro- 
mcthcus having been killed, and the sev- 
eral mer, belonging to his Majesty's sips, 
as in the enclosed list having been killed 
and wounded. 

I cannot close this without expressing 
my highest admiration of the undaunted 
courage and intrepidity with which this 
service hes been executed, and which | 
doubt not* will be duly appreciated by 
their Lordships.

The boats of the ships under that ac- 
tive and valuable officer Lieutenant Haw- 
key (of whose enterprizing spirit I had 
eccasion to speak so highly when off. 
Dantzig) have looked into every creek 
along the south coast of the gulph, with- 
out finding any vessel whatever, and he 
is now on the opposite, with the same 
Wiew, 

P. S. Since writing the above, Lieuten- 
ant Hawkey has returned with three ves- 
sels captured by the boats of the Implaca- 
ble Mcipomene and Prometheus under his 
command, and he reports eight sail of 
gun-boats protecting some ships in shore, 
and is very desirous of attacking them, 
which shall be done, if there is a reason- 
able hope of success.

pour a destructive fire of grape upon our 
boats which, notwithstanding, advanced 
with perfect coolness, and never firing a 
gun till actually touching the enemy, 
when they boarded sword in hand, and 
carried all before them. 

I belicve a more brilliant atchievement 
does nol grace the records of our naval 
history ; each officer was impatient to be 
the leader in the attack, and each man 
zealous to emulate their nuble example, 
and the most complete success has been 
the consequence of such determined bra- 
very; of eight un boats, cach mounting 
a 32, and 24 pounder, and forty-six men, 
six have been brought out, and one sunk ; 
und the whole of the ships and vessels 
(twelve in number) under their protection, 
laden with powder and provisions for the 
Russian army, brought out, and a large 
armed ship taken and burnt; I have to 
regret the loss of many men killed and 
wounded, and especially that most valua- 
ble Officer Lieut. Hawkey, who after 
taking one gun boat was killed by a grape 
shot, in the act of boarding the second.— 
No praise from my pen can do adequate 
justice to this lamented young man; 2s 
an officer he was active, correct and zeal- 
ous, to the highest degree ; the leader in 
every kind of enterprize, and regardless 
of danger; he delighted in whatever could 
tend to promote the glory of his country ; 
and nis jast words were Huzza! “ push 
on, England for ever !” 

Mr. Hawkey had been away in the 
boats on different services, since last Mon- 
day, accompanird by Lieutenant Vernon, 
whose conduct in this affair has been 
highly exemplary, and shewn him wor- 
thy to be the companion of so heroic a 
man; but while I am induced to mention 
the name of Mr. Vernon, from bis con- 
stant services with Mr. Hawkey, I! feel 
that every officer, seaman, and marine, 
has a claim to my warmest praises, and 
will, I trust, obtain your favorable recom- 
mendatiou fo the Lords Commissioners 
ofthe Admiralty. Lieutenant Charles 
Allen of the Bellerophon, was the semor 
Officer after Mr. Hawkey’s death. 

T have just been informed, that Lieut. 
Stirling, of the Promotueus, who was se- 
veteiy wounded, is since dead; his con- 
duct in this affair was very conspicnous, 
and Captain Forrest speaks highly in 
praise of the zeal and activity of his ser- 
Vice On every occasion. Lam stre you 
will rezdijy believe that captain Forrest 
did not witness the preparation for this 
attack, without feeling an ardent desire to 
command it, but I was obliged to resist 
his pressing importunity, as a matter otf 
justice to Mr. Hawkey. 

The Russians have suffered severely in 
this conflict, the most moderate statement 
makes it appear that two thirds of them 
have been killed and wounded, or jumped 
overboard. Lnclosed isa list of kiiled 
and wounded, the names of the officers 
employed, an account of vessels captured, 
and a number of prisoners.

Sir,—The French troops in Hanover, 
not content with frequent predatory and 
piratical incursions im the neighborhood oi 
Cuxhaven, had the audacity to enter the 
village'af Ritzbuile with a body of horse 
at mid day, on Wednesday the 26th in- 
stant, and very narrowly missed making 
several officers of the squadron prisoners 
In consequence | Was taduced to landa 
detachment of seamen-and marines from 
the’vessels compesiny the squadron une 
der my orders, for the purpase. if possible, 
of intercepting them. In the ardor of 
pursuit We advanced wall we got sight ot 
the town of Bremericke, mio which we 
learnt they had retreated, The mforma- 
tion was correct. On entering the town 
we were assured that the cnemy to the 
number of about two hundred and sixty, 
occupied the town of Gessendot f, two 
miles distant, and further, that it conta:n- 
eda depot of confiscated merchandize. 
It was resolved instantly toattack it. Por 
this purpose Captain Goate of the Mus- 
quito, advanced with a detachment, wile 
i directed Captain Pettet of the Brisets to 
take a circuitous route, and teke a well 
constructed battery of four twels 32 eevee 
commanding the river Weser in flank.

The enemy in the battery, seeing us de- 
terinined, notwithstanding their fire to cur- 
ry our point, and that we were making 
preparations for fordng a deep and wide 
creek in their front, abandoned it, and em- 
barked in boats on the Weser ready for 
their reception, under a severe fire of 
mausquetry from our detachment, with the 
loss on their part of several killed and 
wounded. From a fore kaowledge of our 
intentions on the part of the enemy, we 
made but four prisoners, the Commap- 
dant of the battery ; Monsieur Le Marche, 
a Licutenant and two inferior officers. 
. The battery guns were burst in pieces, the 
embrazines demolished, the gun carriages 
burnt. together with the magazine, guard 
houses. &c. &c. The powder we brought 
off, toxcther with six Waggon loads ef con- 
fiscated merchandize. 

I beg leave to siate to you, sir, for their 
Lordships information, how mush I feel 
indebted to Capt. Goats tor the zeal anc 
ability evinced by himon this as on ali 
other occasions curing the time he has 
been commanding ou the staton. 

I also feel indchted to Captain Pettet 
for his punctuality and promptnes? o ©x- 
ecuting my orders: and can only regret 
that an opportunitywas not afforded bim 
of distinguishing himself.on this occasion 
congenial to his wishes. 

But I beg leave particularly to mention 
captain Watts, of the Ephira, who, in the 
must gallant and active manner, advanced 
intrepidly in front ef the attacking party 
amid the enemy’s galling fire, and rea- 
deved himself equally conspicuous after- 
wards, for his unremitting excriion in the 
complete demolition of the battery ; in the 
execution of which service, | am covcern- 
cd to say he received a wound in the leg, 
but which from its nature, will in no shape 
incapacitate him for future service. 

A want of zeal and activity wasdiscern- 
able no where ; to every officer end man 
I must award the meed of praise so justly 
their due; but of Lieutenant Burgess of 
the Pincher, and W. Hawkins, Second 
Lieutenant of L’ Amiable, Iam more com- 
petent to speak in favour, for their inde- 
fatgable exertions in forwarding my or- 
ders to the diffzrent detachments. 

The distance from Gessendorf to Cux- 
havenis twenty-ei¢ht miles: [ leave it 
then to their Lordships to estimate the 
spirit, alacrity, and expedition with which 
this service must have been performed, 
when I state, that in twenty-four hours 
from our departure, the whole detachment 
returned, and were safely embarked on 
board their respective ships, without the 
loss of an indivirlual.
